Should the market continue
fair, not many cattle will be held back
But should it slump when the big rush
comes, a8 many fear (U will, then the ship-
moents will be much lighter, Prime cattle
iare expected to command good prices all
the season, and they undoubtedly will, but
tha great bulk of the shipments will be of
average cattle, and it is that class that will
break the market, and when they go in
with & rush It  stays broke. Cattle
are not in  prime condition all  over
the state this year. Up ln northern Mon-
tana they are reported to be in excellent
shape, gnd the few shipments that have
bren made to market from that section
have commanded good prices. Io eastern
Montana they nre reported not to be in
good condition, and some outfita, who had
an fdea of sending o good many eattle to
marke: this year, will not =end any, for
the reuson that the animals will not be such
s to commiand a fair price, Beel roundups
are now In progress, and but few reports
have been recelved from' them, s that it s
not possible at this time to say definltely
what shapa the hesf cattle of the atate ps
n whols aro in, nor what the outlonk is as
to the npumber that will proboably  he
ohippod, If the presant demand continues,
Montanas cattle growers whose range stock s
not In such condition as to entitle them to bp
classed as fine cattle, will get almost asa much
for them as feeders, Heports (fom the easl-
ern markets, and eapecially  from Omaha
show that the demand for fesders s such
that they are shipping from ns far east as
Buffalo, N. Y., to Omaha and then making
money on the trapsaction. Omaha is in the
center of the great corn growing region, and
for Lthat reason, when the crop ls good, it ia
the greatist feeder market In the world
Reports recelved by Montana cattle men frum

Afth will be shipped cast as groen fruft,

for sale at fruit stands and for cannlpe pur-
pescs,  the  remaining  four-Afths will be
drled for market, making about 24,000 tons
of dried prunes. Ten years ago the totnl
area of boaring prune prehards in California

wan less than 7.000 acres, In 1888 there
were 11,000 aecres of  bearing prune trecs
and nbour 6,000 more of voung prung

archards, There was an {toport duty of
4 oents a pound on dried
prilnes o those days, and the growers sold
thelr crops on the trees for sums varving
from 3356 to &30 a ton. In 1500 the total
area of bearing prine orchards was 13,000
acrea, and there wns an enormois planting
of prune trees that yvear in all of the frult
growing wvalleyw of Californln, because of
the large profit In the industry, Twelve
thousand aeres of prune archards were sot
out in the winter of 18060-01, and 24,000
aeres more were planted in the next two
years, These orchards have now come into
bearing, and the State Board of Horticul-

ture finds that there are 63,000 acres more
to come into bearing. Conscrvative estl-
mates put the total erop of California
prunes in a favorable year at not less than
00,000 tons. In a few years more & full
vield In this state will be more than 110,-
000 tons of green fruit.
